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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has argued both that the combination 
of references used in the rejection not only lacks a motivation to combine, but also has allegeded improper hindsight reasoning. Applicant 
has alleged that the inclusion of plug and play would 1 ) not reduce the complexity, 2)would not provide any benefit to the user, and 3) 
would be overly burdensome. Examiner disagrees with the Applicant on all of these points, for the following reasons. First of all, plug and 
play does significantly lower the complexity of the system to the user. This is stated very explicitly, such as on page 3, where it is stated "it 
will make PCs easier to set up and configure. Second, it will ease the task of installing new hardware and software." This is clearly a 
reduction of complexity for the user, because as stated in the rejection, the user no longer has to provide input to install the hardware. This 
also is noted for point 2, removing the need for the user to manually configure hardware is an incredible benefit to the user, and a clear 
advantage. Finally, for the overly burdensome argument, Applicant has taken the line in the reference out of context to make his point. 
Herlfhill does say that eventually, almost all hardware must be replaced. However, looking at the last paragraph on page 4, it can be seen 
that the line was in regard to the fact that to achieve full flexibility, you will eventually need to replace non-PNP (plug and play) hardware 
with PNP hardware, however, it is clearly stated that non-PNP hardware is fully compatable with PNP devices, but you cannot derive 
maximum benefit without it, however, in this regard, Herlfhill is clearly demonstrating that the many advantages of Plug and Play far 
outweigh this one stipulation that you must eventually replace old, obsolete hardware with newer systems to fully take advantage of this 
system. Therefore, Examiner sees no burden to implement Plug and Play, as it only suggests eventually replacing obsolete hardware with 
newer models, but clearly indicates it is not a requirement. In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of 
obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense 
necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the 
level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's 
disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). 
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
